for tbe year ending Deo. 31, J905. 


To an irrigator tbo past year ha? becu the best for a number of Tears 


but because of tb« heavy rains of l»,t winter the cost of general repairs 
and cleanin0 of ditches was somewhat greater than usual. 
This expense 


was more than offset by a short pumping season. 


The small plant at Lordsbnrg WB" run ode day pumping 50 inches and 


the iHtge plant 55 and one fifth days, obtaining an average flow of 110 
inches 
The cost of pumping was about l^oents per inch an hour, against 


1 and four-tenths cents in 1904, a saving of fifteen one-hundredths of 
a cent an inch over last year. 
If it bad been noeessary to pump for a 


long season, I feel confident the expense would have been reduced to one 
cent per inch per hour. 
We spent about $1000 for new machinery and in 


rep ping the wells and to this I attribute the saving of cost of pumping. 


During tbe year we made 16000 feet ot cement pipe. 
Laid 2400 feet on

The exact date of the building of 


"Xlmrod'H Folly," as the Chaldeans 
Riiy In alluding to the Scriptural tower 
of ttabel (the Armenians speak of It 
aa the Tower of the Confusion 
of 


Tongues) or the height to which It pen- 
etrated the rarefied atmosphere of the 
oriental plains will perhaps never b« 
known. The date of the laying of the 
foundation of the famous structure is 
usually set at 2,257 years before Christ, 
or In the year of the flood 101. 


The expression of the sacred his- 


torian that Its top was to "reach un- 
to heaven" Is now generally set down 
as a strong Hebrew phrase denoting 
a very lofty tower, but not necessarily 
meaning that one would reach to the 
abiding place of the Lord and His 
hosts.

Is because of this omission that the 
Imaginative orientals and other ancient 
writers have given such fabulous and 
extravagant traditions concerning it. 
Even St. Jerome alleges from the tes- 
timony of eyewitnesses who claim to 
have seen and examined the ruins of 
the skyHcrapIng shaft that In his day

I high. 
While considering these nnten- 


' able notions it may not be out of place 


to mention that other fanciful writers 
make Its height, range all the way 
from ii single furlong to 5,000 miles In 
height.—-I'lttsburg Press.

The United States Sen- 
ate Is filled with millionaires who have no training In 
statesmanship any more than In scholarship. Eminent men 
speak contemptuously of the literary class. 
"Anybody can 


write," said a prominent butcher, "but It takes a great man 
to run a commercial business." 
And he thought his life 


more beneficial than the poet's or philosopher's, because he 
paid more men wages. 


We have a limitless demand for men in other than 


learned work, where many of our scholars can find employ- 
ment. 
Besides expanding the subjects on which learning 


may be spent, as the industrial arts, where science is belag 
more introduced, necessitating many scientific men, the 
learned can spend their leisure at books while giving their 
productive hours to commerce or farming. 


Learning does not spoil one for any occupation. 
Be- 


sides improving most work, it may be enjoyed as mere cul- 
ture. Scholars must learn to do something else than make 
their living at their learning. 
In times like the present 


they must accustom themselves to enjoy a life which la not 
highly intellectual.

Washington.—At last the War De- 


partment admits 
that 
the 
United 


States forceH in the Philippines are 
being increased because this country 
fears that sooner or later there must 
arise a conflict with China. 


Two weeks ago, when it was stated 


that the miilitary forces in the Philip- 
pines were to be increased to a total of 
12,000 men, a high official of the War 
Department very carefully explained 
that the only reason why the First and 
Second Infantry and the Eight and 
Thirteenth Artillery were being sent 
to the Philippines was to carry out the 
President's idea of the necessity of ex-

ercising the army in brigade man- 
euvers, which were impossible under 
the rule of making small detachments. 


Recently it was acknowledged upon 


high authority that this explanation 
was incorrect and that the extra troops

which 


would call for a large military force 
from this nation's nearest basis. 


In further explanation, it was said 


that this Government had observed a 
gwving discontent among the com- 
mon people of China; that they were 
more and more inclined to criticize 
their Government, and that, 
finally, 


the GoTernors of the various provinces 
were paying less heed than in the past 
to the dictates of, the Central Govern- 
ment at Peking. For those reasons 
the administration felt it necessary to 
increase the numerical strength of the 
army in the Philippines in order that 
it might have an available force to 
sond to any point in China where 
trouble threatened Americans or Am- 
erican interests. 


It is likely that within the next 


niionth or so there will be an additional 
designation of troops for duty in the 
Philippines.
